Annual  Reports  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
and  Public  Health  Inspector  for  the  Year  1961. 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Councillors, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 

1961. 

Population 

The  Registrar  General*  s  estimate  of  the  mid-year  Home  Population  was 
4,570  which  was  exactly  the  same  as  the  previous  year. 

Live  Births  and  Birth  Rate 

The  number  of  live  births  was  64  (54  M.  50  F.)  which  was  a  decrease 
of  25  from  that  of  the  previous  year  and  the  corresponding  crude  birth 
rate  was  14*22;  when  adjusted,  however,  by  the  Registrar  General's 
Comparability  Factor  which  is  computed  from  a  population  standardised 
for  age  and  sex  distribution  and  allows  comparison  with  other  Districts 
the  crude  rate  becomes  16.55  and  was  rather  lower  than  that  of  1 7*  1  for 
England  and  Wales. 

Stillbirths  and  Rate 

Three  stillbirths  were  registered  and  the  stillbirth  rate  was 
accordingly  44»70  in  comparison  with  that  of  1 8. 7  for  England  and  Wales. 

Infant  Deaths  and  Mortality  Rate 

Two  infant  deaths  were  registered  due  to:- 

(1)  Asphyxia  due  to  Suffocation  whilst  sleeping 
in  a  perambulator  (5  months) 

( 2)  Asphyxia 

Cyanotic  attacks 
Prematurity  (12  hours) 

The  infantile  mortality  rate  was  accordingly  51 *25*  compared  with 
that  of  21.4  for  England  and  Wales. 

(The  above  figures  are  however  too  small  to  provide  valid  comparative 
rates) 

The  hard  core  of  causes  of  Perinatal  Mortality  (i. e.  stillbirths 
and  infant  deaths  under  one  week  of  age)  is  prematurity,  asphyxia  and 
atalectasis,  birth  injuries  and  congenital  malformations  and  the  most 
important  maternal  factor  is  toxaemia  of  pregnancy. 

Maternal  D eaths  and  Mort ality  Rate 

This  rate  was  nil,  as  there  were  no  deaths  due  to  Pregnancy, 

Childbirth  and  Abortion,  and  signifies  the  high  standard  of  modem 
obstetric  practice^, 

Total  Deaths  and  Rate 

The  total  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  was  65  (59  M*  26  F. )  and 
the  corresponding  crude  death  rate  was  12.04;  after  adjustment  by  the 
Registrar  General*  s  Comparability  Factor  which  is  computed  from  a  population 


standardised  for  age  and  sex  distribution  and  affords  comparison  with 
other  Districts,  the  adjusted  rate  was  11*08  in  comparison  with  that  of 
12*0  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  majority  of  the  deaths  were  amongst  the  aged  from  natural 
causes,  namely  Heart  and  Circulatory  Diseases  and  Vascular  lesions  of 
the  Nervous  System;  of  those  there  were  32. 

Disease  of  the  Coronary  Artery  of  the  Heart  caused  17  (ll  M*  6  F. ) 
or  33$>  of  those  deaths.  The  number  of  deaths  were  in  the  following  age- 
groups;  5  between  31  and  60  years,  4  between  6l  and  70  years,  4  between 
71  and  80  years  and  2  between  81  and  90  years.  The  deaths  were  rather 
evenly  spread  over  the  succeeding  decennia  until  80  years  and  Coronary 
Disease  may  be  due  to  the  degenerative  processes  of  age  than  to  any  other 
factor,  such  as  smoking. 

Cancer  was,  as  invariably  in  previous  years,  the  second  highest 
cause  of  deaths  i.e.  13.  The  majority  of  those  were  amongst  the  aged, 
who  commonly  delay  seeking  medical  advice,  having  regard  to  the  insidious 
onset  and  progress  of  the  disease. 

Cancer  of  the  Lung  was  the  cause  of  5  (3  M.  2  F)  deaths.  The 

number  of  deaths  was  in  the  following  age-groups:  1  between  31  and  60  years, 

2  between  6l  and  70  years  and  2  between  71  and  80  years.  The  diagnosis 
of  Cancer  of  the  Lung  is  complicated  and  radiological  and  surgical 
treatment  is  more  difficult  than  for  Cancer  of  other  sites  which  are  more 

accessible,  as  for  example  Cancer  of  the  Breast.  The  mortality,  therefore, 

is  much  higher  than  for  the  majority  of  other  forms  of  Cancer. 

The  other  causes  of  deaths  were  miscellaneous  and  there  was  no  death 

due  to  the  Infectious  Diseases. 

Infectious  Diseases 

Apart  from  an  outbreak  of  Measles,  very  few  notifiable  Infectious 
Diseases  occurred  throughout  the  District  during  the  year. 

A  new  era  has  been  reached  in  their  control  and  prevention;  for 
example,  immunisation  against  Diphtheria  and  vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis 
have  unequivocally  proved  their  value  and  it  would  appear  that  vaccination 
against  Whooping  Cough  will  prove  to  be  similarly  effective.  Also  all 
the  bacterial  Infectious  Diseases  endemic  in  this  Country  can  be 
successfully  treated  by  the  Sulpha  drugs  and  the  Antibiotics. 

Measles 

There  was  the  expected  outbreak  of  Measles,  270  cases  having  been 
notified.  Outbreaks  occur  when  a  sufficient  number  of  susceptible  children 
has  aggregated  usually  every  second  year,  as  the  virus  is  always  present 
amongst  children.  It  is  not,  however,  a  serious  disease  unless  its  usual 
complications,  namely  Broncho-pneumonia,  Acute  Suppurative  Otitis  Media 
and  Acute  Encephalitis  supervene,  but  these  are  comparatively  infrequent, 
although  either  may  occur  during  the  larger  outbreaks. 

Whooping  Cough 

Nine  cases  of  WThooping  Cough  were  notified.  Increasing  numbers  of 
children  are  being  vaccinated  every  year  at  the  Child  Welfare  Centres  and 
by  their  family  Practitioners  and  it  would  seem  that  the  number  of  cases 
occurring  is  in  inverse  proportion  to  the  numbers  vaccinated.  If  so, 
another  notable  milestone  will  have  been  passed  by  medical  science  against 
a  disease  which  has  caused  innumerable  deaths  and  lung  sequelae  amongst 
children. 

Scarlet  Fever 

Four  sporadic  cases  were  notified.  In  its  present  phase,  this 
infection  is  mild  and  most  cases  are  treated  at  home,  unless  for  some 
social  reason,  such  as  overcrowding,  conditions  are  unsatisfactory.  Its 
formerly  serious  complications,  namely  Carditis,  Acute  Suppurative  Otitis 
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Media  and  Acute  Nephritis  are  now  comparatively  rare,  and  the  latter  is 
the  most  likely  to  occur  unexpectedly. 

Acute  Primary  or  Influenzal  Pneumonia 

Two  cases  of  the  illness  were  notified.  The  Pneumonias,  including 
the  secondary  Pneumonia  which  are  not  notifiable,  caused  three  deaths, 
but  there  is  no  doubt  that  many  more  lives  are  saved  by  the  Sulpha 
drugs  and  Antibiotics. 

Tuberculosis 


Two  new  cases  of  Respiratory  Tuberculosis  were  notified,  one  in  the 
25  -  34  age  group  and  the  other  in  the  35  -  44-  age  group.  There  was  no 
case  in  the  adolescent  age  group  which  prior  to  circa  1950  contained  the 
highest  number  of .notifications;  a  valuable  contributory  preventive  factor 
is  B.  C.G-.  vaccination  which  is  offered  to  School  Leavers. 

There  was  no  case  of  non-Re spiratory  or  Bovine  Tuberculosis  which 
denotes  the  safety  of  the  milk  supplies  to  the  District. 

Also  there  were  no  deaths  which  is  a  general  index  of  the  efficacy 
of  modern  treatment. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  you 
for  your  interest  in  the  Department  and  also  the  staff  for  their 
co-operation  and  efficient  service.
